The  Burden  Parlor,  in  the  Porter 
building,  has  just  been  redecorated 
through  the  generosity  of  Mrs.  Thomas  J. 
Stewart  (Octavia  Burden,  ’06),  of  Macon. 
The  spacious  room,  with  its  high  ceiling, 
its  fine  paintings,  and  handsome  ap- 
pointments, has  always  been  considered 
one  of  the  most  beautiful  on  campus.  It 
was  established  in  1942  by  the  Burden  fami- 
ly, whose  forebear  was  Dr.  William  Capers 
Bass,  an  early  president  of  Wesleyan.  At 
Christmas  Its  high  domed  window  has 
served  as  background  for  a tall  trimmed 
tree;  in  the  spring  it  frames  a flowering 
magnolia.  Many  musical  programs  have 
been  given  there,  using  its  grand  piano.  A 
particularly  happy  day  the  first  week  in  Oc- 
tober was  the  celebration  there  of  “Miss 
Octavia’s”  90th  birthday,  when  members 
of  Wesleyan  family  gathered  to  wish  her 
happiness  and  express  appreciation  for 
her  most  recent  gift  to  the  College. 

Caron  Carter  Speaks 
at  First  Assembly 

Caron  Griffin  Carter,  ’73.  daughter-in- 
law  of  presidential  candidate,  Jimmy 
Carter,  came  home  to  Wesleyan  as 
speaker  at  the  first  student  assembly  In 
September.  She  was  given  a warm  recep- 
tion by  students  and  faculty,  who 
remembered  her  as  an  outstanding  stu- 
dent who  had  served  as  president  of 
Council  on  Social  Activities,  May  Queen, 
member  of  the  Washboard  Band  and 
soccer  team,  and  more.  Her  former  room- 
mate, Mary  Graham  Ponder,  came  In  for 
the  day. 

For  the  past  two  years  Caron  and  her 
husband,  Chip,  have  travelled  through  30 
states  campaigning.  She  told  of  some  of 
her  experiences,  of  learning  of  the 
problems  facing  our  country  while  meeting 
people  on  many  levels.  She  stressed  the 
Importance  of  voting,  urging  students  to 
become  Involved  In  the  process  of  govern- 
ment. 


A Developmental  Learning  Center,  the 
first  preschool  program  In  Wesleyan’s 
history,  has  been  instituted.  This  financial- 
ly self-sustaining  venture  Is  directed  by  the 
Department  of  Education. 

Child-centered  and  activity-oriented  It 
exemplifies  the  most  current  findings  in 
early  childhood  education  and  is  expected 
to  serve  as  a model  throughout  the 
Southeast,  according  to  Dr.  Charles  D. 
Foust,  Education  chairman.  The  approach 
Is  centered  around  the  idea  of  grouping 
students  according  to  developmental  level 
rather  than  age.  Forty  children,  3,  4,  and  5 
years  old  have  been  enrolled.  The 
program  is  directed  by  Melinda  Lane,  who 
has  several  years  of  preschool  teaching 
experience.  Students  pursuing  a degree  in 
early  childhood  education  will  be  required 
to  work  in  the  center  on  a regular  basis 
and  will  receive  practicum  credit  for  this 
experience.

Year  Starts  with  New 
Schedule,  Renovation 


Wesleyan  opened  it  141st  academic 
year  with  an  enrollment  slightly  higher  than 
last  year.  In  addition  to  the  regular  student 
body  about  70  Macon  area  women  22  or 
older,  are  attending  under  the  Entry-Re- 
entry  program.  The  oldest  in  this  group  is 
72. 

Taking  advantage  of  a special  tuition 
reduction  twenty-two  percent  of  the  stu- 
dent body  Is  from  Bibb  county  and  six  sur- 
rounding counties.  Eight  students  from 
Japan  are  enrolled,  In  cooperation  with 
International  Christian  University  in  Japan 
and  the  East-West  Foundation. 

Wesleyan  has  awarded  academic  or 
talent  scholarships  to  39  percent  of  the 
Treshman  class.  In  recognition  of 
scholastic  or  artistic  achievements.  Sixty- 
seven  percent  of  the  freshmen  had  B-plus 
or  better  averages  in  high  school. 

Freshmen  and  returning  students  found 
several  changes  in  campus  life  including 
the  renovation  of  classroom  buildings  and 
a new  academic  schedule  reported  Dr.  W. 
Earl  Strickland,  president  of  Wesleyan. 

With  grants  of  $90,000  from  the  Franklin 
Foundation  and  a grant  of  $100,000  from 
an  anonymous  foundation,  a complete 
renovation  of  Tate  Hall  has  been  under- 
taken, said  Dr.  Strickland.  The  cost  Is  es- 
timated at  $499,000.  Ceilings  are  being 
lowered  and  carpeting  installed  to  improve 
acoustics. 

New  classrooms  and  faculty  offices,  all 
of  Tate  will  be  air-conditioned.  The  ten-ton 
air  conditioner  cooling  the  lower  floor  has 
been  moved  to  the  gym  to  service  the  main 
floor.  A new  80-ton  air  conditioner  was  in- 
stalled for  the  Anderson  and  Manget  din- 
ing rooms,  the  Trice  recreation  room,  and 
the  snack  bar. 

Three  new  faculty  offices  have  been 
created  In  Taylor  Hall,  the  interior  of  Banks 
has  been  painted  and  new  furniture  put  in 
study  parlors. 

Porter  Building  has  a new  roof,  and  its 
Burden  Parlor  is  completely  redecorated 
and  renovated. 

A large  audio-visual  room  for  seminars, 
also  a model  classroom  and  material 
center  for  the  Department  of  Education,  Is 
being  created. 

The  college  is  returning  to  the  semester 
system  after  following  the  4-1-4  system 


which  consisted  of  a four  month’s  fall 
semester*  followed  by  a one  month  term 
and  a four  month’s  spring  semester.  Now, 
following  the  spring  semester,  the  College 
will  have  a short  term  of  five  weeks,  begin- 
ning April  27. 

“We  believe  the  semester  system  meets 
our  academic  needs  better  than  the 
quarter  system”,  said  Dean  Oscar  C.  Page. 
“The  short  term  will  allow  an  opportunity 
for  study  tours,  Independent  field  study, 
and  Integrated  work  in  the  community”. 

Grants,  Gifts  Increase 

Total  unrestricted  gifts  and  private 
grants  for  Wesleyan’s  current  operating 
expenses  Increased  this  past  year  by  57 
percent  over  the  preceding  fiscal  year, 
reports  Dr.  Don  Stanton,  Vice  President  for 
Development. 

These  contributions  Increased  in  every 
category,  he  said,  including  alumnae. 
Alumnae  membership  in  the  1836  Club 
(donors  of  $100  or  more)  went  from  1 1 1 to 
170  with  67  non-alumnae  bringing  the  total 
to  237.  The  total  number  of  alumnae 
donors  increased  from  1,  120  to  1,  488. 

By  giving  $500  to  the  Annual  Fund,  22 
became  members  of  the  newly  established 
Achievement  Club;  41  donors  ($1000  or 
more  to  the  Annual  Fund)  are  charter 
members  of  the  Heritage  Club. 

“In  terms  of  the  College’s  financial 
needs  in  a period  of  inflationary  pressure, 
these  results  represent  only  the  begin- 
nings of  what  must  be  a continuing  and 
growing  process”,  said  Dr.  Stanton.  He 
paid  tribute  to  volunteer  workers  and  con- 
tributors, with  special  mention  of  Trustees 
Jack  Huckabee  and  Rufus  Green,  co- 
chairmen  of  the  development  committee. 

Cameron  Peden,  Business  Manager  for 
the  College,  reported  that  In  the  past  year 
gifts  received  for  the  Annual  Fund  total 
$569,913.79.  Alumnae  provided  $76,- 
534.50  in  unrestricted  gifts,  $32,298.00, 
restricted.  Total  assets  of  the  College  at 
the  current  market  value  are  $11,248,070, 
said  President  Strickland.

New  members  added  to  the  Board  of 
Trustees  during  the  1975-76  year  were 
Lucia  Chapman,  president  of  the  Student 
Government  Assn.,  and  Bettijo  Hogan 
Cook,  ’48,  alumnae  trustee  from  Atlanta. 
Lucia  is  the  granddaughter  of  Lucia 
Chappell  Domingos,  ’19,  former  alumnae 
trustee,  and  the  daughter  of  Lucia 
Domingos  Chapman,  ’48.  She  is  the  fifth 
generation  to  attend  Wesleyan,  all  named 
Lucia.  Her  great,  great  grandfather.  Col. 
Isaac  Hardeman,  was  chairman  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  for  25  years. 

Peer  Counselling 

A Peer  Counselling  program  has  been 
Instituted  this  year  whereby  23  Peer 
Counselors,  with  special  training,  offer 
academic  and  social  counseling  to 
students.  This  “friendship  group”  aids  In 
reducing  the  myths  about  college  and  ad- 
ministrators, and  provides  valuable  feed- 
back to  the  staff  about  student  views,  says 
Dr.  Harry  Gilmer,  Associate  Dean  in 
charge  of  the  program. 

Prize-Winning  Series 

A prize-winning  film  series  tracing 
human  development  from  conception  to 
old  age  is  being  funded  by  Programs  and 
Exhibitions,  to  be  shown  at  Taylor 
Amphitheatre  at  7 p.m.  Dates  are  Sept.  30, 
Oct.  7,  14,  27,  Nov.  22,  Dec.  7. 

Plan  for  Careers 

Career  planning  and  job  placement 
have  grown  in  importance  at  Wesleyan.  Dr. 
Judith  Prince,  Director  of  Counseling,  is 
giving  attention  to  raising  the  level  of 
aspiration  of  students;  interesting  them  in 
non-traditional  areas  such  as  dentistry, 
business,  and  others;  helping  liberal  arts 
majors  become  more  marketable  through 
work  experience  and  a broader  range  of 
courses  that  translate  into  skills.  Career 
Day  on  March  10  resulted  in  a number  of 
job  offers  to  Wesleyan  seniors.  Ten  school 
systems  and  12  career  fields  were 
represented.
